The new law banned assault fire¬ 
arms, allowed the death penalty for more criminals and provided billions of dollars for prisons and 
police.

"It is a great 
experience," said Brown-Runyon to get the kids to buy their own items 
and see what the real world is like.

Colophon 


The Lowellian, volume twenty-five, was produced by the 
yearbook class at Lowell High School in Lowell, IN and 
printed by Herff Jones Yearbooks. The account was 
serviced by Herff Jones Representative Susan Taylor and 
customer service adviser Julie Bogart. The entire staff 
developed the theme, "Picture This" and the cover in 
yearbook class. The cover incorporated two colors litho¬ 
graphed onto a smokey blue background. The endsheets 
are printed using HJ 194 inks. The book's 192 pages are 
printed on 80 pound stock. The 1995 volume contains 16 
pages of spot color, which were printed in HJ 200 and HJ 
970. Headline fonts included Schoolbook, Brush, and 
Helvetica. The staff Submitted the layout and type using 
a Herff Jone pagemaster disk program. The Lowellian 
was produced using Pagemaker and Microsoft works on 
four Macintosh 605's and two Macintosh SE's. More than 
420 frames of color and 2000 frames of black and white 
film were shot while using a Minolta 5000. Processing 
and printing along with senior pictures were provided by 
the Giolas Photography Studio in Merrillville and the 
underclass pictures were provided by Intrastate Studios. 
The 630 copies of the book were sold to a student body of 
approximately 1100 students at pricing range $30 - $35 
depending on the purchase date. The Lowellian is a 
member of the IHSPA. 
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
